With each blow of the hammer, 
Smith, a veteran of 30 years in 
the business, was watching an in­ 
vestment of $60,000 in machinery 
go out the window piece-by-piece. 
Would Have Been Glad 
“Four years ago, mill owners 
would have been glad to get all 
this 
equipment,” 
Smith said 
“Now, most of them are out of 
business, like I am.” 
Smith, a tiny man in his 60s, 
is one of the many businessmen 


who are being uprooted to make 
way for the Delaware Express­ 
way. He has to clear out of his 
quarters by tomorrow. 
Watching the workers from a 
scrap metal company break up his 
machinery and haul it away, 
Smith remarked: “That’s all its 
good for—scrap.” 
Condemned 
Under condemnation proceed­ 
ings, the state will pay the Ed­ 
dington mill owner damages for 
his ground and the building it 
self, but won’t pay him a nickel 
for the building’s contents. He has 
to dispose of the equipment him 
self.

Laos General 


Says Fighting 


Has Ceased 


VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI)-Gen 
hound Nosavah, the pro-Western 
military strongman of Laos, said 
today both sides have halted mili­ 
tary action in this troubled Asian 
kingdom. 


Phoumi, deputy premier and de­ 
fense minister in Prince Boun 
Oum’s government, said that ac­ 
cording to all information he 
could gather there has been no 
fighting since 6 p.m. (6 a.m. 
EDT) Wednesday. 


He made the announc e m e n t 
after flying Wednesday to Savan- 
nakhet, apparently to investigate 
report the Communist - supported 
Pathet Lao rebels had attacked 
Muong Phalang. 


“From this trip and from word 
we hear from the other side’s ra­ 
dio broadcasts, it appears that as 
of 6 p.m. Wednesday a cease-fire 
is being respected all over Laos,” 
Phoumi said. 


Ignored For Week 


The announcement had been an­ 
ticipated. After a week of ignor 
ing truce appeals by the govern 
ment, the rebels announced on 
Wednesday they had ordered their 
troops to cease fire at 8 a.m. 
When the government was con 
vinced the rebels meant it, Phou 
mi ordered his troops to cease 
fire at 5 p.m. 


Because of communications dif­ 
ficulties in this jungle kingdom, 
it was possible there still would 
be minor clashes between the two 
sides until word could filter down 
to all the troops. 


The cease-fire set the stage for 
the arrival of the International 
Control Commission on Indochina 
to verify the halt to military op­ 
erations. The commission, com­ 
posed of Canada, India and Po­ 
land, has been waiting in N e w 
Delhi for the fighting to stop 


There still was a great deal of 
confusion surrounding the next 
step toward solving the political 
future of Laos. 


A 14-nation conference — includ­ 
ing the United States, Britain, 
Russia and Communist China—is 
scheduled to begin in Geneva May 
12 to try to find a solution. 


Laotian King Savang Vathana 
has let it be known he will not 
have anything to do with the con­ 
ference but plans to call the Lao­ 
tian Parliament into session May 
ll to form a new coalition govern­ 
ment. 


A new element was introduced 
Wednesday when former Premier 
Souvanna Phouma, a proclaimed 
neutralist, called for a meeting of 
all Laotian factions at Na Mon 
for Friday on the “internal politi­ 
cal problems of Laos.” 


Na Mon is a village near the 
front lines about 50 miles north of 
Vientiane.

They had been aboard the 93- 
ton Albatross when it was struck 
by a violent storm Tuesday in the 
I Gulf of Mexico. Before Sheldon’s 
wife, Alice, 30; the cook. George 
Ptatnik, and four of the youths 
could get on deck from below the 
ship sank and carried six lives 
with it. 


The survivors were picked up 
by the merchantman Grand Rio, 
of Dutch registry, and taken to 
Tampa.

Defended As 


Necessary 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
Westinghouse executives today de­ 
fended price-fixing as a necessary 
device to keep workers employed 
and to develop modem electrical 
equipment for the benefit of con 
' turners. 
The executives, Landen Fuller 
sad J. T. Thompson, told a Sen 
ate hearing they were sincerely 
sorry they had broken the anti 
trust laws by meeting with com­ 
petitors to keep prices profitable. 
But they said they went to 
- price-rigging meetings off and on 
since the early 1930’s for unselfish 
motives. 
"We thought we were doing 
food Job for our employes anc 
our customers,” Fuller told the 
Senate Anti-trust subcommittee 
headed by Sen. Estes Kefauver 
D-Tenn. 
Fuller is manager of switchgear 
apparatus in Westinghouse^ East 
Pittsburgh division. Thompson is 
sales 
manager 
of 
assembled 
switchgear. 
Thompson related that until his 
conviction for price-fixing he al­ 
ways thought it was an illegal 
but not criminal activity. He said 
he believed that criminal acts 
meant “damaging somebody** and 
“we never did that.” 
Keep Prices Profitable 
The price-rigging sessions, he 
testified, were designed to keep 
prices profitable when demand 
s l a c k e n e d . The price-fixers 
thought 
they 
were 
protecting 
themselves against “sharp pur­ 
chasing practices” so their com­ 
panies could survive and keep 
• workers on the Job, Thompson 
added. 
“The trouble Is you were com­ 
pletely defying the laws of supply 
and 
demand.” 
Kefauver 
re­ 
marked. 
“I have to admit that’s true," 
Thompson replied. '‘But I still felt 
not overcharging any- 


•^Fuller, a soft-spoken South Ca- 
! tollman, said he thought it im­ 
portant to make a little profit” 
for Westinghouse because the 
company was laying out great 
sums of money to develop effi­ 
cient switchgear for such power 
generating agencies as the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority. 


The system has been criticized 
in various quarters as wasteful 
because light controls on each of 
the building’s seven floors make 
it impossible to light individual 
rooms. Each floor has two mas 
ter switches, and half the lights 
on a floor must be turned on, or 
none at all. 
Electricity Bids 
The county paid $37,000 in elec 
tricity bills from Apili, 1960 to 
March of this year.

“This system was installed,’ 
said Erven, “because it is more 
economical to light a larger area 
for longer periods of time on 
high voltage system than it is to 
operate a lot of small circuits 
a low voltage system ” 
According to Erven, high volt­ 
age systems consume less elec 
trical current than low voltage 
systems, and therefore, cost less 
to operate. 
Trouble Spots 
Erven also said he expects to 
get at the source of trouble spots 
which have been causing the $4 
million structure’s huge windows 
to leak during rain storms. 
Masonry surrounding the win­ 
dows has recently been caulked, 
but wanter still manages to seep 
through areas near windows, es­ 
pecially when driven by high 
winds. 
At a recent meeting between 
Erven and the five contractors 
who put up the building, it was 
agreed that each contractor ac­ 
cept his share of responsibility 
once an investigation reveals what 
is causing the tremble. 
Erven also is seeking a cure for 
hot pockets near the windows 
which occur when the sun shines 
directly on the building's west 
side. He said he is looking for 
a way to regulate the air circu­ 
lation system so that areas near 
windows can be kept at the same 
tempengure as the rest of the 
building. 
He said he is convinced that 
the fault does not lie in the win­ 
dow glass. "Thermopane,*» which 
is, according to Erven, more re­ 
sistant to temperature than any 
glass on the market.

Becked Says He’s

lug re-election, denied vehemently last night that he 
has die hacking of County Commissioner Edward B.

He denied it so strenuously that 
he accused his opponent for the 
Republican nomination, Harold S. 
Patton, of "dealing in complete 
lies and untruths.’’ 
Beckert, at a meeting in Itew 
town, said Patton and George Ault, 
Falls Township Republican leader, 
had accused him of being the 
"Boyer-backed candidate.*' 
Ridiculous 
“This is so ridiculous on its 
face that it is apparent that Mg 
Auh and Mrs. Patton have lower­ 
ed themselves to dealing in com­ 
plete lies and untruths,” Beckert 
said. 
"I deliberately made it a point, 
and it was my intent throughout 
this primary campaign,” Beckert 
said, “that I would not discuss 
Mr. Boyer or his activities. How 
ever, due to the bold-faced lie, I 
feel compelled at this time, in 
fairness to myself and to the resi 
dents of Bucks County, that this 
point must now be raised. This 
is not my doing. 
“It is obvious to all informed 
that Patton is Boyer’s candidate, 
he went on. “My opponent is so 
fearful of that backing that he is 
willing to resort to the 'big lie 
tactic* in the hope that if the lie 
is believed, under cover of this 
false statement he can get votes 
Essential Elements 
“This statement of Patton’s and 
Ault's is so rdiculous and so com 
pletely without any factual back 
ground, that it makes me wonder 
as to Patton’s qualifications for 
a position where truthfulness and 
honesty are essential elements, 
Beckert said.

Didn’t Like Ute 
Raising himself up to his full 
five-foot height, Smith continued:

It hovered over the remnants of 
the Fechtenburg grocery store 
which it had pulled apart a few 
days ago. 
It’U be over here tomorrow,” 
Smith said, resignedly as he 
looked back at his one-story cind­ 
er Mock building.

Necessary 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Two 
Westinghouse executives today de 
fended price-fixing as a necessary 
device to keep workers employed 
and to develop modem electrical 
equipment for the benefit of con­ 
sumers. 
The executives, bandon Fuller 
and J. T. Thompson, told a Sen 
ate hearing they were sincerely 
sorry they had broken the anti 
trust laws by meeting with com 
petitors to keep prices profitable. 
But they said they went to 
price-rigging meetings off and on 
since the early 1930’s for unselfish 
motives, 
“ We thought we were doing 
good job for our employes and 
our customers,’’ Fuller told the 
Senate 
Anti-trust 
subcommittee 
headed by Sen. Estes Kefauver. 
D-Tenn. 
Fuller is manager of switchgear 
apparatus in Westinghouse^ East 
Pittsburgh division. Thompson is 
sales 
manager 
of 
assembled 
switchgear. 
Thompson related that until his 
conviction for price-fixing he al­ 
ways thought it was an illegal 
but not criminal activity. He said 
he believed that criminal acts 
meant “damaging somebody” and 
“ we never did that.” 
Keep Prices Profitable 
The price-rigging sessions, he 
testified, were designed to keep 
prices profitable when demand 
s l a c k e n e d . The price-fixers 
thought 
they 
were 
protecting 
themselves against “sharp pur­ 
chasing practices’’ so their com­ 
panies could survive and keep 
workers on the job, Thompson 
added. 
“The trouble is you were com­ 
pletely defying the laws of supply 
and 
demand,” 
Kefauver 
re­ 
marked 
“ I have to admit that’s true," 
Thompson replied. “But I still felt 
we were not overcharging any­ 
one ” 
* Fuller, a soft-spoken South Ca­ 
rolinian, said he thought it im­ 
portant to 
make a little profit" 
for 
Westinghouse 
because 
the 
company was laying out great 
sums of 
ley to develop effi­ 
cient switchgear for such power 
generating agencies as the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority. 


Bucks County Superintendent of Buildings Wesley 
C. Erven today said that the electrical system of the 
Coun|p Administration Building in Doylestown is run 
on ant t onomical basis. 


The system has been criticized 
in various quarters as wasteful 
because light controls on each of 
the building's seven floors make 
it impossible to light individual 
rooms. Each floor has two mas­ 
ter switches, and half the lights 
cm a floor must be turned on, or 
none at ail. 
Electricity Bills 


The county paid $37,000 in clee 
tricity bills from April, 1960 to 
March of this year. The aver 
age monthly bill runs $3,200 and 
jumps to $4,000 during July and 
August, when the building’s air 
conditioning 
system 
goes 
full 
blast. 


“This system was installed,“ 
said Erven, “because it is more 
economical to light a larger area 
for longer periods of time on a 
high voltage system than it is to 
operate a lot of small circuits on 
a low voltage system ’• 


According to Erven, high volt­ 
age systems consume less elec­ 
trical current than low voltage 
systems, and therefore, cost less 
to operate. 


Trouble Spots 


Erven also said he expects to 
get at the source of trouble spots 
which have been causing the $4 
million structure’s huge windows 
to leak during rain storms. 


Masonry surrounding the win 
dows has recently been caulked, 
but wanter still manages to seep 
through areas near windows, es­ 
pecially when driven by high 
winds. 


At a recent meeting between 
Erven and the five contractors 
who put up the building, it was 
agreed that each contractor ac­ 
cept his share of responsibility 
once an investigation reveals what 
is causing the trouble. 
Erven also is seeking a cure for 
hot pockets near the windows 
which occur when the sun shines 
directly on the building’s west 
side. He said he is looking for 
a way to regulate the air circu­ 
lation system so that areas near 
windows can be kept at the same 
tem penf ure as the rest of the 
building. 


He said he is convinced that 
the fault does not lie in the win­ 
dow glass, “Thermopane,” which 
is, according to Erven, more re­ 
sistant to temperature than any 
glass on the market.

Beckert Says He’s 
Not ‘Boyer-Backed;’ 
Raps Patton, Ault 


District Attorney Paul R. Beckert, who is seek­ 
ing re-election, denied vehemently last night that he 
has the backing of County Commissioner Edward B. 
Boyer. 
He denied it so strenuously that 
he accused his opponent for the 
Republican nomination, Harold S. 
Patton, of “dealing in complete 
lies and untruths.” 
Beckert, at a meeting in Npw 
i Ault, 


mated $7,300,000 and will relieve 
traffic conditions now existing in 
the area.

Intelligence 
Review Ordered

A

Small But Fighty 
Smith, whose small stature be­ 
lies his fighting spirit, recalled 
the mills he has run in Frank­ 
ford, Andalusia and, finally, Ed­ 
dington. He liquidated the one in 
Frankford when he got the urge 
to travel and try his hand as a 
roving textile consultant, he says, 
but had to close the one in Anda­ 
lusia because of ill health. 
Smith has on hand some of the 
2,000 kinds of fabrics that his 
machines have woven through the 
years. The work he is proudest 
of is a woven portrait in fabric 
of the French Saint, Therese of 
Lisieux. He said that the portrait 
was made with a simple photo­ 
graph as a model. 
But now, Smith finds himself 
without a home (he occupied a 
small frame house next to his 
mill). His fabrics are stored in 
two garages in Frankford and two 
in Bristol. 
Gloomy Prospect 
This week, he glumly eyed a 
huge derrick which stood menac­ 
ingly less than IOO yards away. 
It hovered over the remnants of 
the Fechtenburg grocery store 
which it had pulled apart a few 
days ago. 
“It’ll be over here tomorrow,” 
Smith 
said, 
resignedly 
as 
he 
looked back at his one-story cind­ 
er block building. 
After talking with Smith, this 
reporter felt that he has almost 
as many ideas as fabrics and that 
he’ll come up with an answer to 
his predicament soon. Smith may 
be termed as “an old soldier” of 
the textile industry but he’s not 
apt to fade away for awhile. After 
all, he’s still just a “babe” in 
the political woods and may still 
have a long way to go.
